A  nation-wide  drive  for  the  pre¬ 
vention  and  control  of  juvenile  de¬ 
linquency  was  set  forward  with  great 
vigor  by  the  recent  National  Confer¬ 
ence  in  Washington  called  by  Attorney 
General  Tom  C.  Clark.  A  cross  section 
of  adult  America  concerned  with  grow¬ 
ing  youth  participated  inHthe  Confer¬ 
ence,  the  1,000  delegates  including  ed¬ 
ucators,  social  workers,  civic  leaders, 
law  enforcement  officers,  and  reli¬ 
gious  leaders. 

While  juvenile  delinquency  is  admit¬ 
tedly  a  growing  problem,  reason  for 
encouragement  If  found  is  the  fact 
that,  so  far  as  actual  law-breaking  is 
concerned,  only  a  very  small  percen¬ 
tage  of  youth  is  involved.  Causes  of 
delinquency  seem  to  be  fairly  well 
known,  and  the  cure  can  be  effected 
by  Intelligent,  positive  community  ac¬ 
tion.

of  a  ministerial  group  In  the  nation. 
Church  Legislative  Objectives 
Church  representatives  here,  mar¬ 
shalling  their  forces  for  several  leg¬ 
islative  battles  to  come,  place  the  fol¬ 
lowing  legislation  on  the  top  of  their 
program. 

1—  A  fight  to  defeat  extension  of 
the  draft  and  to  prevent  enactment 
of  any  legislation  favoring  universal 
compulsory  military  training. 

It  can  be  predicted  safely  well  in 
advance  of  the  fight  that  a  Republi¬ 
can  Congress  will  not  extend  the  draft 
and  that  any  compulsory  training 
calling  for  more  than  two  months 
away  from  home  for  young  men  will 
be  defeated. 

2—  A  fight  to  help  the  Department 
of  State  receive  enough  unallocated 
funds  from  Congress  to  make  an  ap¬ 
preciable  effort  to  fight  famine 
abroad.  The  fact  is  that  church  groups 
already  have  persuaded  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  State  to  request  such  funds 
(to  take  the  place  of  UNRRA,  now 
dying).  It  appears  that  some  funds 
will  be  voted  by  Congress,  but  it  is 
certain  that  the  Republican  Congress 
will  specify  exactly  which  countries 
can  be  helped  and  by  how  much. 

3—  A  fight  to  get  the  Senate  to  rati¬ 
fy  the  International  Refuge  Organi¬ 
zation  (adjunct  of  United  Nations) 
and  to  get  Congress  to  allocate  the 
designated  American  share  of  this  or¬ 
ganization's  preliminary  budget. 

Churchmen  here  were  chagrined  at 
the  statement  of  Senator  Chapman 
Revercomb  <R-W.Va.)  hinting  that  no 
refugees  should  be  allowed  to  come 
Into  the  U.  S.  The  church  leaders  were 
particularly  amazed  at  one  of  the 
reasons  advanced  by  Revercomb — that 
these  displaced  persons  and  other 
refugees  might  be  “Communists.”  The 
fact  is,  church  leaders  point  out,  the 
persons  are  displaced  because  they 
dont  want  to  live  under  the  Com¬ 
munists — and  fled  Poland  and  other 
parts  of  Eastern  Europe  to  get  away 
from  Communism! 

Baptists,  Catholics,  Seventh -Day 
Adventists,  Quakers,  and  many  other 
groups  are  interested  in  the  problems 
of  the  displaced  persons  and  undoubt¬ 
edly  will  let  the  new  Congress  know 
that  unless  the  U.  S.  cooperates,  the 
International  Refugee  Organization 
will  fail  in  its  announced  purpose  of 
taking  over  this  activity  of  the 
UNRRA  and  formulating  plans  to  al¬ 
leviate  the  DP  problem.

In 
both  condensed  and  unabridged  form, 
will  be  Issued  by  the  Department  of 
Justice.  The  reports,  to  be  available  at 
an  early  date,  will  be  helpful  to  those 
who  have  responsibility  for  the  training 
of  youth,  whether  in  religious,  social,  or 
educational  work.  Copies  can  be  had  at 
a  nominal  price  from  the  Justice  De¬ 
partment.

Lesson  for  January  26 
JESUS  WINS  A  WANTON  WOMAN. 
John  4:1-42.  I.  Occasion,  Place,  Cir¬ 
cumstances.  Jesus  was  traveling  from 
Judea  up  into  Galilee,  and  He  chosa 
the  direct  route  through  Samaria. 
As  the  noon  hour  came,  He  led  His 
little  company  of  disciples  along  a 
highway  which  ran  by  an  ancient 
well  at  the  foot  of  a  hill  on  which 
stood  a  Samaritan  town.  At  the  well 
He  stopped  to  rest  while  His  dis¬ 
ciples  went  up  the  hill  into  the  town 
to  purchase  the  articles  of  food  needed 
to  provide  the  midday  meal.  While 
He  rested  and  waited,  came  a  woman 
of  the  town  to  draw  water  at  the 
well. 

II.  His  Skillful  Approach.  The  story  of 
the  Samaritan  woman  is  the  history 
of  one  whom  Christ  found  a  bitter  ig¬ 
norant  sinner,  and  left  a  large-hearted, 
devoted  missionary.  It  is  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  a  soul  which  Christ  took  in 
hand  gave  personal  attention,  as  in¬ 
deed,  He  always  does  of  every  soul. 
It  was  Just  the  center  of  the  day’s 
parching  heat,  when  there  came  to 
the  well  this  woman  of  Samaria  to 
draw  water.  She  was  thinking  of 
water  when  she  came  bearing  the 
water-pot.  Jesus  took  the  thought 

'  prominent  if  her  mind  as  the  point 
of  departure  to  the  truth  He  wanted 
to  teach,  thus  obeying  the  pedagogic 
principle  of  “From  the  known  to  the 
unknown.” 

“Give  me  to  drink”.  It  seemed  all 
so  very  simple,  so  casual,  so  insignifi¬ 
cant.  But  it  was  the  hour  of  opportun¬ 
ity  for  this  poor  woman  to  find  God, 
perhaps  the  only  opportunity  she 
would  ever  have,  and  our  Lord  em¬ 
braced  it.  See  how  vast  the  conse¬ 
quences  which  flowed  from  it,  that 
there  should  have  been  built  upon 
this  chance  the  salvation  not  of  one, 
but  of  many. 

At  my  door  lies  the  sin  of  the  ne¬ 
glect  of  opportunities  to  bear  witness 
for  my  Lord.  These  are  laid  at  our 
feet  everywhere,  and  did  we  but  take 
them  up,  if  we  only  saw  in  the  com¬ 
mon  events  the  openings  for  the  ex¬ 
ercise  of  saving  Influence,  to  how 
much  greater  purpose  might  we  live! 

III.  The  Master  Matching  His  Oppor¬ 
tunity.  The  woman  was  ignorant,  and 
the  Master  went  about  enlightening 
her.  “If  thou  knowest”:  1.  “The  Gift 
of  God”.  The  water  of  life  is  given, 
eternal  life  is  free,  salvation  is  all  of 
grace.  Pagan  is  the  man  who  thinks 
the  salvation  of  God  is  to  be  merited, 
earned,  received  as  a  reward  for  the 
observance  of  this  command  or  that. 
Christian  is  the  man  who  has  learned 
that  the  grace  gift  of  God  is  eternal 

•  life.  “If  thou  knewest  the  gift  of  God”, 
the  gift,  the  gift,  the  gift  of  God! 
2.  “Who  it  is”.  You  think  you  are  talk¬ 
ing  to  Just  another  Jew  traveling 
northward  and  presuming  to  walk 
through  this  land  by  other  Jews  de¬ 
spised,  but  you  are  in  that  mistaken. 
Would  you,  my  friend,  be  surprised  to 
know  that  you  have  many  a  time 
been  confronted  by  the  Master  when 
you  thought  you  were  face  to  face 
with  somebody  of  far  less  conse¬ 
quence?  Have  chances  to  serve  Him 
lain  across  your  path  betimes  and 
have  you  stepped  over  them  not  recog¬ 


nizing  them  for  what  they  were  at 
all? 

The  woman  did  not  know  that  the 
Medium  through  which  all  God’s  bless¬ 
ings  come  down  to  man  was  here 
now  in  conversation  with  her.  There 
is  none  other  one  in  all  tfie  world  to 
bear  God’s  gracious  gift  to  men.  3. 
“Thou  wouldst  have  asked  of  Him”. 
That  is  all  she  had  to  do.  Just  in 
sincerity  to  ask.  Just  in  simple  faith 
to  make  request  of  Him.  She  did  not 
know  that  the  inestimable  gift  of  life 
was  to  be  had  for  the  mere  asking. 
She  had  been  reared  under  the  strict 
requirements  of  a  system  of  works,  and 
she  had  not  been  able  to  bear  the  yoke 
of  tha  legal  requirements  prescribed 
by  the  priests  of  her  .religion.  4.  He 
would  have  given  thee  “living  water”. 
He  would  have  given  thee,  given  thee, 
given  thee,  and  what  would  He  have 
given  thee?  “Living  Water”.  Water 
fresh,  thirst-quenching,  invigorating, 
peace-producing,  life-conferring,  nev¬ 
er  failing! 

IV.  The  Wanton’s  Prayer.  “Give  me 
this  water”.  Quickly  she  made  request, 
little  thinking  what  it  might  involve. 
How  many  of  our  own  prayers  would 
we  pray  if  we  could  but  see  this? 
“Call  thy  husband”.  Look!  Woman! 
back  into  your  heart  and  see  the 
slimy  monsters  that  slither  and  coil 
and  hiss  there!  Oh,  when  we  pray, 
we  place  ourselves  under  the  x-ray 
that  God  may  show  us  the  picture  of 
what  is  there  inside.  When  we  go  to 
God  in  earnest.  He  holds  up  to  our 
eyes  the  mirror  that  we  may  see 
what  we  look  like.  So  He  showed  this 
woman,  and  she  confessed.  "I  have 
no  husband”.  He  had  caught  her  with 
her  guard  down,  and  the  thrust  of 
the  sword  of  truth  went  home.  “You’ve 
told  the  truth;  for  you  have  had  five 
husbands,  and  the  man  you  have  now 
is  not  your  husband".  Our  Lord  found 
the  woman,  showed  her  to  herself, 
and  then  she  found  Him. 

V.  The  Wanton’s  Saving  Discovery. 
She  confessed  Him  a  prophet,  and  he 
revealed  Himself  as  the  promised  Mes¬ 
siah,  the  Messiah  of  Moses,  the 
longed-for  of  the  woman’s  own  peo¬ 
ple.  Forgetful  of  her  water  bucket, 
she  hurried  back  into  the  town  where 
she  was  well-known,  no  doubt,  for  her 
Irregular  life,  and  told  the  men,  who 
knew  her  character  best  of  all,  and 
they  saw  something  in  her  bearing, 
the  new  light  in  her  face,  the  purpose¬ 
ful  spring  In  her  step,  the  altered 
tones  of  her  voice,  that  here  was  a

...  When  the  time  came  when 
questionable  activities  began  to  be 


child. .  .  God  gave  us  the  children. 

He  didn't  give  them  to  the  groups 
In  the  community.  .  .  Our  chil¬ 
dren  are  real  pearls.  Would  we  let 
a  small  coterie  grind  our  pearls 
In  the  dirt?  Yet,  some  let  them 
have  their  babies  to  damn  their 
souls.  .  .  But  the  cost  Is  higher 
than  most  parents  want  to  pay. 
...  In  one  home  a  mother  had 
everything  to  lose  —  husband, 
home,  pride.  But  she  didn’t  count 
the  cost  too  high — and  today  she 
has  three  lovely  Christian  char¬ 
acters  In  her  children.  .  .  Who  is 
responsible — the  ones  who  pro¬ 
mote  worldly  recreations,  or  the 
ones  to  whom  God  entrusted  the 
children?  Like  Jacob,  shall  we 
cling  to  God  until  we  have  our 
children  In  His  care?  .  .  .** 

We  share  this  reply  with  our 
readers  for  what  it  may  be  worth. 
We  believe  some  of  the  ideas  ex¬ 
pressed  may  be  close  to  the  real 
truth  of  the  matter.

Pray  For  Your  Pastor 

In  that  lovely  and  challenging 
message  of  the  Apostle  Paul  to 
the  Ephesians  giving  the  eternal 
purpose  of  God  for  all  mankind, 
the  preacher  tells  the  people  that 
he  has  been  praying  for  them 
(1:16  and  3:14),  but  as  we  read 
further  in  the  epistle  we  find  the 
preacher  asking  them  to  “pray  for 
me  that  utterance  may  be  given 
unto  me,  that  I  may  open  my 
mouth  boldly,  to  make  known  the 
mystery  of  the  gospel,  for  which 
I  am  an  ambassador  in  bonds: 
that  therein  I  may  speak  bodly, 
as  I  ought  to  speak”  (6:19-20). 

How  many  times  do  we  call 
upon  our  preacher  and  pastor  and 
ask  that  he  pray  for  us?  When  we 
arc  ill  or  have  troubles  that  we 
need  to  share  with  someone  who 
has  an  understanding  heart,  we 
phone  the  pastor  or  ask  some 
member  of  our  families  to  go  get 
the  pastor. 

Perhaps  we  arc  inclined  to 
think  of  these  ministries  as  his 
business  and  call  upon  him  un¬ 
necessarily.  The  preacher  with  the 
shepherd  heart  will  not'" deny  your 
requests,  but  will  answer  the  calls 
as  they  come  even  though  his 
strength  is  about  spent. 

Have  you  ever  realized  that  your 
pastor  does  not  have  a  pastor  upon 
whom  he  may  call?  Rarely  does 
he  have  a  member  of  his  church 
close  enough  in  interests  who  can 
bo  a  confidant.  But  our  pastors 
along  with  Paul  would  voice  the 
request  that  you  pray  for  them. 
From  our  pulpits  we  need  bold 


real  as  those  about  Paul,  upon  our 
ministers  today.  These  bonds  may 
be  loosed  through  the  power  of 
prayer  Courage  comes  when  we 
know  that  we  are  not  alone  in  an 
undertaking.  Seeming  failure  be¬ 
comes  success  when  Christian 
friends  know  and  understand  the 
purpose  of  certain  actions  and 
words. 

Ephesus  was  a  city  teeming  with 
commerce,  Paul  had  fought  with 
the  beasts  there  (I  Cor.  15:32), 
and  having  heard  of  their  faith, 
he  was  still  concerned  about  the 
spiritual  condition  of  the  church 
at  Ephesus.  He  exhorts  them  to 
“put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God” 

.  .  .  the  girdle  of  truth,  the  breast¬ 
plate  of  righteousness,  the  gospel 
sandals,  the  shield  of  faith,  tfie 
helmet  of  salvation,  the  sword  of 
the  Spirit  which  is  the  Word  of 
God,  praying  always  with  all 
prayer  and  supplication  in  the 
Spirit. 

Prayer  conditions  the  right  use 
of  all  other  parts  of  our  armour. 
Without  prayer  our  garments  are 
hindered  from  carrying  the  gospel, 
without  prayer  we  shall  be  unskill¬ 
ful  in  the  use  of  God’s  Word, 
without  prayer  the  helmet  be¬ 
comes  dull  and  the  sword  rusty. 

With  our  own  praying  and  sup¬ 
plications  for  ourselves,  let  us  add 
to  the  list  of  "others”  for  whom 
we  pray,  our  pastor.  Make  him  a 
better  preacher  by  your  praying, 
help  him  to  be  courageous  by  your 
praying,  help  him  to  open  his 
mouth  boldly,  to  make  known  the 
mystery  of  the  gospel  to  those  who 
are  in  darkness.

spent  a  large  part  of  last  summer  do¬ 
ing  Vacation  Bible  School  or  Sunday 
School  work;  another  group  helped 
the  Training  Union  Department  in  its 
summer  program;  still  another  group 
worked  under  the  Music  Department, 
and  still  another  under  the  WMU?  In 
addition,  about  fifteen  of  our  students 
worked  in  about  the  same  number  of 
Youth  Revivals,  most  of  which  were 
held  in  rural  churches,  and  all  of 
which  effected  the  salvation  of  many 
and  the  strengthening  of  the  churches 
holding  them.  Furthermore,  I  should 
say  hundreds  of  other  students  did 
effective  witnessing  in  their  home 
churches  and  communities.  It  is  true 
that  all  of  this  was  not  given  a  great 
amount  of  publicity,  but  it  happened 
just  the  same. 

Few  of  us  perhaps  know  that  not  so 
long  ago  a  group  of  five  Mississippi 
College  students  led  in  a  Youth  Re¬ 
vival  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  El¬ 
dorado,  Arkansas,  during  which  twenty 
professions  of  faith  in  Christ  were 
made.  Brother  Frank  Skilton,  of  Blue 
Mountain  College,  recently  wrote  of 
some  Mission  Sunday  School  work 
being  done  by  the  students  in  an  un- 
deprivileged  community  near  the  cam¬ 
pus.  “This  kind  of  work,”  he  says,  “has 
been  going  on  at  Blue  Mountain  for 
over  ten  years.”  He  goes  on  to  say  that 
the  impresison  left  at  our  Convention 
was  that  no  college  in  Mississippi  was 
doing  extension  work  of  this  kind. 

I  could  write  several  more  column* 
about  the  extension  work  now  being 
carried  on  by  our  students  from 
twenty  or  so  other  colleges.  Suffice  it 
to  say,  however,  that  our  students  are 
doing  much  for  Christ  in  Mississippi, 
but  that  they  are  not  doing  all  they 
should  and  could  do.  Let  us  continue 
to  pray  and  work  for  more  harvesters 
and  more  harvesting.

SUNDAY  TO  BE  OBSERVED 
FEBRUARY  SECOND 


Washington,  D.  O.  (RNS) — Officers 
of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  have 
designated  February  2  as  Baptist 
World  Alliance  Sunday  to  be  observed 
by  congregations  throughout  the 
world. 

In  a  message  signed  by  Dr.  J.  H. 
Rushbrooks  of  London,  Alliance  presi¬ 
dent,  and  six  other  officers,  the  ob¬ 
servance  was  termed  a  time  for  think¬ 
ing  of  fellow  Baptists  around  the  world 
and  for  prayer  that  the  world  be  so 
evangelized  so  that  future  wars  may 
be  prevented. 

“We  must  not  only  relieve  distress 
caused  by  Svar,  but  we  must  do  all 
we  can  to  prevent  another  such  ca¬ 
tastrophe,”  the  proclamation  de¬ 
clared.  “The  war  came  because  men 
were  sinners.  Now  as  in  the  past  all 
too  few  seek  to  know  and  to  do  the 
will  of  God.  It  is  impossible  to  build 
a  new  world  without  new  men.  The 
hearts  of  men  must  be  changed  if 
we  are  to  have  a  lasting  peace. 

“Hate,  prejudice,  Jealousy,  greed, 
and  pride  of  nation  and  race  brought 
on  the  war,  and  war  has  strengthened 
all  these  evil  passions.  We  cannot  es¬

CATHOLIC  DESIGNS 
THROUGH  MIXED 
MARRIAGE  EXPOSED 

By  Joe  W.  Burton,  Editor  HOME  LIFE 

The  designs  of  the  Catholic  Church 
to  proselyte  Protestants  through  mix¬ 
ed  marriages  were  exposed  again  at 
the  recent  Full  Synod  of  the  Convo¬ 
cation  of  York. 

Britain’s  second- ranking  Anglican 
churchman  condemned  the  Roman 
Catholic  requirement  that  both  par¬ 
ties  sign  a  document  In  which  they 
promise  that  “all  the  children,  of 
both  sexes  who  may  be  born  of  our 
marriage,  shall  be  baptized  In  the 
Catholic  Church,  and  shall  be  care¬ 
fully  brought  up  In  the  knowledge 
and  practice  of  the  Catholic  religion. ’’ 

The  bishop  warned  Anglicans 
against  signing  this  document,  point¬ 
ing  out  that  It  means  that  those  who 
marry  Catholics  thus  are  deprived  of 
the  right  to  Influence  the  spiritual  and 
religious  upbringing  of  their  children. 

All  will  recognize  this  practice  of 
Romanism  as  a  deliberate  effort  to 
capitalize  on  the  tender  emotions  of 
the  heart  to  make  Inroads  upon  Prot¬ 
estantism.  In  its  characteristic  pa¬ 
tience,  the  Catholic  Church,  If  un¬ 
able  to  win  the  first  generation,  has 
adopted  a  policy  which  renders  it 
impossible  to  lose  the  second  genera¬ 
tion. 

Typical  of  the  Catholic  attitude  Is 
a  letter  from  one  Michael  P.  Breen  of 
Reading,  Pennsylvania,  published  in 
Time,  stating  that  he  had  seen  "the 
disgraceful  remarks  of  the  Angelican 
Archbishop  of  York,”  and  asking  why 
“Protestant  sects  make  it  so  difficult 
for  us  Catholics  to  win  them  to  the 
one  true  Church  of  Christ  on  earth?” 
He  adds  that  "there  can  be  no  free¬ 
dom  for  error"  and  wonders  why  “they 
expect  that  they  have  any  right  to 
religious  freedom?” 

Baptists  should  understand  that 
Catholics  are  deliberately  seeking  to 
use  the  holy  relation  of  matrimony  to 
win  evangelical  Christians  from  their 
simple  faith  in  Christ  to  a  trust  in 
the  Roman  ecclesiasticlsm,  and  that 
Catholics  have  no  sympathy  with  the 
idea  of  freedom  of  worship,  but  prac¬ 
tice  toleration  only  when  they  have 
not  the  power  to  do  otherwise. 
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Editor  of  Anti-Clerical 
Weeklies  Gets  Two  Years 

ROME  —(By  Wireless  to  RNS)— 
Convicted  of  having  “offended  the  re¬ 
ligion  of  the  state,”  Ruggero  Mac- 
cari,  27,  editor  of  two  anti-clerical 
weeklies  has  been  sentenced  to  two 
years  imprisonment  by  an  Italian 
court  here.  The  decision  was  viewed 
as  a  warning  to  anti-clericals  that 
offenses  against  the  Roman  Catholic 
clergy  will  not  go  unpunished. 

Maccari.^  accused  of  publishing  two 
slanderous  cartoons,  declared  that  Pol¬ 
io,  one  of  his'  publications,  was  “not 
against  religion  but  against  that  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  clergy  that  meddles  in 
politics.”  One  cartoon  showed  a  priest 
cringing  the  neck  of  a  chicken  which 
represented  Italy.  The  second  showed 
a  licentious  friar. 


Mass.  Baptists  Ask 
Repeal  Of  Bus  Law 

PITTSFIELD,  Mass.,  —(RNS)—  A 
call  to  its  constituents  to  sign  a  pe¬ 
tition  requesting  repeal  of  the  state 
law  providing  public  transportation  for 
parochial  or  prtvate  school  pupils  was 
issued  here  by  the  Massachusetts 
Baptist  Convention. 

In  a  resolution  approved  at  Its 
144th  annual  meeting,  the  Conven¬ 
tion  called  the  present  law  "A  breach 
in  the  dyke  of  separation  of  church 
and  state.”  ✓ 

The  Convention  a)so  urged  revo¬ 
cation  of  Myron  Taylor’s  appoint¬ 
ment  to  the  Vatican,  fuU  support  of 
the  UN,  and  adoption  of  an  Inter¬ 
national  policy  of  atomic  control  “as 
suggested  in  the  Baruch  report.  ’ 


Pastor  Pleads  For  ] 

A  Militant  Church 

God  is  a  militant  God.  In  the  Bible 
He  Is  called  the  God  of  hosts.  Christ 
is  a  militant  Christ.  His  militant  con¬ 
duct  cleansed  the  temple  and  revealed 
His  courage  In  opposing  evil.  The  Holy 
Spirit  is  a  militant  spirit.  He  is  God’s 
fire  that  burns,  wind  that  blows, 
water  that  regenerates,  and  dynamite 
that  blasts.  The  angels  are  militant 
angels.  One  hundred  and  forty- five 
thousand  slain  on  one  battle  field  is 
their  graphic  history.  The  priests,  the 
prophets,  the  apostles,  the  evangelists 
and  the  laymen  were  given  militant 
commands.  The  altar,  the  tabernacle, 
the  temple,  the  synagogue,  and  the 
church  were  founded  on  militant  prin¬ 
ciples. 

The  Gospel  Is  a  militant  gospel,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  the  essence  of  the  militant 
Christ.  If  Christ  came  to  destroy  the 
works  of  the  devil  the  church  has  no 
other  choice  for  its  mission.  Militancy 
is  essential  to  influence,  to  power, 
and  to  victory.  Condoning,  tolerating, 
or  compromising  results  in  indiffer¬ 
ence,  dissension  and  corruption.  The 
home,  the  community  and  the  church 
are  to  be  kept  pure  by  witnessing  to 
the  militant  truth.  A  non-militant 
church  breeds  non-resistance  to  evil, 
non-resistance  to  evil  breeds  corrup¬ 
tion  and  corruption  breeds  death.  A 
militant  church  is  the  salt  of  organ¬ 
ized  society.  Every  church  ik  a  militant 
force  in  the  world  or  a  corpse  of 
fear.  Preaching  the  Gospel  of  the 
Grace  of  God,  or  winning  people  to 
Christ  without  protecting  and  develop¬ 
ing  them  will  .not  relieve  us  of  our 
responsibility  to  resist  evil.  If  the 
message  of  our  Christianity  does  not 
make  the  world  a  better  place  in 
which  to  live  it  is  not  symbolic  of  the 
militant  Christ. 

If  Christ  could  get  the  ears  of  the 
church  today,  I  believe  his  cry  would 
be,  “Fear  not  what  man  may  do  unto 
you.”  Some  churches  must  repent  and 
become  militant  or  have  their  candle¬ 
stick  removed  from  its  rightful  place. 
With  many  evils  making  their  inroads 
Into  our  social  and  political  life,  how 
are  we  going  to  survive  without  a 
fight?  The  liquor  evil  is  preying  on 
the  weakness  of  its  victim  and  leav¬ 
ing  in  its  wake  helpless  wrecks  to  be 
cared  for.  The  divorce  evil  is  wrecking 
the  home  which  is  the  basic  unit  of 
our  civilization.  Lawlessness  is  to  prev¬ 
alent  and  flagrant  that  even  the  cons¬ 
tituted  authorities  are  despairing  of 
law  enforcement.  The  teen  age  boys 
and  girls  are  becoming-  the  most 
dreadful  criminals  of  the  day.  There 
Is  sabbath  desecration  that  robs  peo¬ 
ple  of  a  day  of  rest,  spiritual  informa¬ 
tion,  and  inspiration.  Gambling,  idle¬ 
ness.  and  roadhouses  of  prostitution 
are  tolerated  everywhere.  Evil  is  mili¬ 
tant  and  organized:  Therefore,  we 
must  be  militant  and  fight  through 
organized  groups.  The  church,  the 
W.C.T.U.,  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  the 
political  arena,  the  courts,  and  the 
printed  page  must  be  used  and  backed 
by  the  people  who  believe  in  a  better 
life.  Both  the  W.C.T.U.  and  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  have  some  valuable  in¬ 
formation  that  should  be  given  to  the 
people,  but  they  are  handicapped  by 
a  lack  of  funds.  Let  us  help  them  to 
help  us  fight  for  better  moral  cqii- 
ditions.— Yours  for  Civic  Righteous¬ 
ness,  Chas.

The  Golden  Rule  Foundation  says: 

"The  statistics  of  25  national  religious 
bodies  from  1920  to  1945  revealed  that 
during  the  13  year  period  from  1920 
to  1932  inclusive,  the  total  gifts  was 
more  than  a  billion  dollars  greater 
than  the  amount  contributed  during 
the  more  recent  13  year  period  from 
1933  to  1945  Inclusive."  This  Is  a  vert 
disturbing  statement.  It  must  be  cor¬ 
rect,  since  it  is  based  upon  a  statis¬ 
tical  survey  by  the  National  Steward¬ 
ship  Institute.  But  what  about  South¬ 
ern  Baptists? 

The  Southern  Baptist  contributions 
for  the  two  13  year  periods  were  as 
follows: 

Total  Contributions  1920-1832  — 

$467,665,628 

Total  Contributions  1933-1945  — 

$584,265,841 

Increase  second  period  over  first — 

$116,600,213 

^  It  is  true  our  per  capita  contribu¬ 
tions  for  the  first  period  was  larger 
than  for  the  second,  but  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  flush  years  fol¬ 
lowing  World  War  I  are  included  in 
the  first,  while  the  years  of  the  de¬ 
pression  are  included  in  the  second. 

A  fair  comparison  therefore  would  wrongly  stress 
be  to  take  1919,  the  first  year  after 
War  I,  and  compare  it  with  1945,  the 
year  following  War  II.  The  contribu¬ 
tions  were  as  follows: 

Total  Per  Member  Contribution  — 

1919— $7.20 

Total  Per  Member  Contribution  — 

1945— $16.77 

Per  Member  gain  —  $9.57 
Per  Member  Contribution  for  Mis¬ 
sions,  etc. — 1919 — $2.47

sions,  etc. — 1945 — $3.83 
Per  Member  Gain — $1.36 
That  is  not  so  bad.  We  have  made 
some  headway.  But  we  are  still  a 
long  way  from  doing  our  duty.  Our 
people  will  do  better  if  they  are  prop¬ 
erly  instructed  and  if  the  Every-Mem- 
ber  Canvass  is  put  on  prayerfully  and 
persistently  In  November.  And  we 
ought  to  have  and  can  have  A  Mil¬ 
lion  Southern  Baptist  Tithers  for 
Christ  in  ’47. 
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J.  H.  Hunter,  author  of  ‘The  Mys¬ 
tery  of  Mar  Saba”  and  “Adrift”,  edi¬ 
tor  of  The  Evangelical  Christian,  and 
a  native  of  the  Covenanting  district  of 
Scotland,  writes  for  this  day  of  crisis

inance  in  American  and  Canadian  life. 

All  over  the  English-speaking  world 
there  is  -rave  alarm  at  the  rise  of  this 
church  with  her  ambitious  claims  to 
dominate  both  the  spiritual  and  tem¬ 
poral  affairs  of  men  and  nations.
